1. Claims 4-14,16-30 were examined.

• Claims 8 and 23 recite the limitation "the sought series " in line 4; suggest 
change to "a sought series". 

• Claims 4 and 19 recite the limitation "the individual elements " in line 3; suggest 



change to "individual elements 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 4-14,16-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claims reflect 
mathematical concepts (i.e., time delays, prediction of time series, etc.) without a 
specific utility or application.
